A sight bordering on the sensational 
occurred in the Missouri Pacific yards 
here a few minutes after 8 o’clock last 
night. 
A smali-typed engine, turned out of 
the new Missouri Pacific shops yes­ 
terday. was brought to the old shops 
last evening and placed on the cinder 
pit. 
At 8 o’clock, while a fire knocker 
was working by the side of the engine, 
the locomotive gave a sudden plunge 
forward and started off. 
There w'as no one in the cab. 
The 
engine ran into the rear end of an­ 
other engine standing on the same 
irack. a few feet ahead, and began 
pushing it forw'ard. 
Both engines passed over the turn­ 
table, along 
the track 
in the yard, 
crossed switches at a v^ry rapid speed, 
which increased 
every 
minute, and 
passed from the shop track out in the 
yards and headed down the main line 
track. 
The night hostler and rotind house 
men were attracted by Uio noise of 
tlie iucomotive, and vainly endeavor­ 
ed to catch up with it, but were uu 
able to do so. 
The engine passed down through 
the yards, by the depot, and kept going 
down the main line track at the rate 
of about fifteen miles an hour.

Nov. 0.—The Brother­ 
hood of Railway Trainmen and the 
managers o*f twenty-one railroads weie 
in conference here all day and even­ 
ing yesterday, and will continue their 
delib erations today concerning .the de­ 
mand for shorter hours and more pay 
for the switchmen and other employes 
It is understood
